Adding to th ese p rices a fair 
av erage seasonal storage ch arge of 
45 cents p er barrel, and from 25 to 
50 cents a barrel for freigh t 
and 
h andling, one can see readily th at 
dealers ap p arently are not p rofiting 
at p resent on many of th eir ap p le 
sales. 
Th e inquiry into retail p rices on 
ap p les wh ich w’as made at th e same 
time cov ering th e same grades 
and 
v arieties, indicates th at wh ile 
th ey 
are not unduly h igh ex cep t in a v ery 
few instances, still th ey do not seem 
to h av e 
decreased 
p rop ortionately

conceded, howev er, that Sir George 
looks farther than the inflated pros­ 
perity of the moment and that he is 
not deceiv ed b y the artificial b ustle 
which is

mistaken 
for 
sound and profitab le industrial con­ 
ditions. 
It would b e well for more 
Americans to look at the m atter as 
dispassionately and to 
admit 
the 
really indisputab le fact that the w*ar 
has b een an industrial and commer­ 
cial godsend only in 
that 
it 
has 
av erted the disastrous consequences 
of Democratic economic polities. 
It would b e infinitely 
b etter 
for 
America if normal conditions pre­ 
v ailed; 
if there was an unrestrict­ 
ed foreign m arket for the commo­ 
dities and the products 
which 
are 
made and mined and raised in Amer­ 
ican factories and 
mines 
and 
on 
American farm s. 
There is no last­ 
ing prosperity, no ultimate profit, in 
war, to v ictor, to v anquished or to 
the seemingly b enefited neutral. W ar 
is ab normal 
and 
the 
conditions 
which it creates are artificial. Thrift 
cannot thriv e 
on 
w aste; 
money 
wrung from the deb t-b urdened v ic­ 
tims of war cannot b e made the b a­ 
sis of permanent b enefit 
to 
those 
who find a tem porary market. 
While the American farm er is get­ 
ting unusual prices for his products, 
while mine operators are getting b ig 
prices for copper and 
while other 
commodities are b ringing exceeding­ 
ly high prices, the American con­ 
sumer is suffering enormously from 
this inflation and the American m ar­ 
ket is b eing restricted in one direc­ 
tion ev en though it is b eing expand-1 
ed in another. 
American industries 
will naturally take adv antage of the 
extraordinary 
opportunities 
which 
the war creates. Factories are turn­ 
ed into munition plants, millions of 
dollars will b e poured into the pock­ 
ets of workingmen in certain lines 
of production. 
But while all this is taking place, 
other industries 
are 
languishnig; 
other workingmen are b eing depriv ­ 
ed of employment on the one hand 
and suffering from ab normally high 
prices on the other. 
A lower gener­ 
al lev el of uniform prosperity, with 
the farm er and miner and m anufac­ 
turers getting lower prices, b ut sell­ 
ing for more goods in the aggregate 
and

the American consumer 
b uying more goods b ecause he

of affairs immensely more satisfac­ 
tory than that which now’ prev ails.

leading criminal lawyer of the west

The fight of Martin Clcvengor to 


escape the penalty inflicted by a jury 
in circuit court failed 
and lie was 


taken to the penal farm this after- 
noon by Sheriff Cavitt. The sentence 
was pronounced by Judge

following the overruling of motions 
for a new trial and to arrest judg- 
ment. 


The sentence of the jury was $100 


fine and 135 days in jail. Judge 
Sparks sentenced Clevenger to the 
penal farm. 
Clevenger did not pay 


his fine, but this can be done later, 
although! it is not expected. In case 
the fine is not paid -he must also 
serve out the-costs, which amounted 
to $148.75. 
This means a total of 


383 days. 


In a final effort" to keep Cleven- 


ger from 
serving 
the 
sentence, 


Chauncey Duncan, his attorney, first 
filed a motion for a new trial. In the 
motion it was alleged that 
John 


Mapes, of Glenwood, a juror in the 
ease talked publicly of the evidence 
'before the state had closed its case. 
It was alleged that he conversed 
with Marshall Hinchman 
regarding 


the testimony of Jim Daniels. 
The 


conversation was alleged to 
have 


taken place in the pool room of Al- 
bert Hinchman in Glenwood. 


Judge Sparks 
overruled the mo- 


tion on the grounds that it did not 
directly affect the defendant. The 
court stated that if the juror 
did 


talk of the case he did wrong, but 
even admitting the wrong his re- 
marks could in no way have affect7 
ed the defendant. 


After the motion for a new trial 


had 'been overruled a motion was 
filed to arrest judgment. In the mo- 
tion to arrest judgment the affidavit 
on which Clevenger was tried was 
attacked.

Enough Apples In Cold Storage For 


A i*eeic lor Iverjf Family In Country 


Washington, April 22.—The con- 


dition of the apple market is a mat- 
ter of grave concern to both grow- 
ers and. dealers all over the country. 
The report of cold storage holdings 
of apples on April 1, recently issued 
'by the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, gives some figures which prob- 
ably will cause all dealers interested 
in the crop to speed up the move- 
ment" of this fruit in a most vigor- 
ous way. 
This report, which was 


copied 
in 
the 
Office 
of Markets 


and Rural Organization, shows that 
on the first of the. present month 
there were approximately 
44 
per 


cent more apples in cold storage 
than at the same date one year ago, 
and the season of 1914-15 was one 
of unusually heavy production. Fig- 
ures from 427 storages indicate that 
nearly 33 per cent of 
the 
apples 


which were placed in cold storage 
iby December 1, 1915, were still there 
on April 1 waiting to be consumed. 


Hope that this will foe a backward 


spring is general among apple deal- 
ers, for as long as cold- days con- 
tinue a free movement of the fruit 
is more certain. However, let warm 
weather come to stay and, judging 
t>y experiences of 
the past, 
apple 


'sales are verly likely to decrease 
rapidly. 


Doubtless there are several rea- 


.son.s for 
the 
present 
conditions. 


The fact that the past 
season's 


commercial 
crop was considerably 


smaller than that of a year ago led 
to expectation on the part of growr 
ers and dealers alike, last fall, that 
the prospective market 
would be 


much stronger than has actually 
proven tlie case. As a result, much 
stock changed hands at 
values in 


excess of 
those which 
marketing 


conditions since show were warrant- 
ed. 
This caused higher opening 


prices than in 1914 and -naturally 
slowed up ' the movement. Neither 
growers nor dealers who held 
the 


fruit seemed inclined to push sales 
with the vigor that was displayed the 
previous year, when they had an en- 
ormous crop to market ,and the re- 
sult was that large quantities 
of 


apples were put into cold storage 
with the hope that the winter, and 
spring markets 
ivould 
strengthen 


sufficiently to allow a margin of pro- 
fit. In -spite of the fact that 
last 


fall's commercial 
crop was estim- 


ated around ten barrels short of the 
previous one, the amount placed in 
cold storage exceeded that stored in 
1914 -by albout 13.5 per cent. 


A second explanation is- found in 


the fact that exports of apples from 
the ports of the United States alone 
up to March 1, 1910, were .669,566 
barrels less than for a similar per- 
iod last season, and April reports 
are expected to show a much larger 
difference. 
Had the normal export 


traffic 
in 
apples 
prevailed, 
the 


amount of stock on hand in 
this 


country 
would 
be 
considerably 


smaller. 


In a recent ibrief survey of apple 


prices in severaJ large markets . the 
following facts were evidenced: Pre- 
sent wholesale prices on barreled 
stock are very reasonabe. 
In fact, 


in many places wholesale dealers are 
selling below cost 
when storage 


charges are considered. 
Investiga- 


tions made on the same day in New 
York, Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, and Buffalo showed that 
No. fli cold 
storage' Baldwins ^ind 


Greenings were ranging from $2.50 
to $3.00 per barrel, while Ben Davis 
were bringing from $1.75 to $2.50 in 
practically every market. Last fall 
buyers in New York State paid the 
growers on an average of $3.00 for 
No. 1 Baldwins, and Greenings, and 
$2.25 for Ben 'Davis, f. o. b. shipping 
point. Adding to these prices a fair 
average seasonal storage charge o 
45 cents per (barrel, and from 25 to 
50 cents a barrel for freight 
and 


handling, one can see readily thai 
dealers apparently are not profitin 
at present on many of 'their apple 
sales. 
:/ 


The inquiry into retail prices on 


apples which was made" at the same 
time covering the same grades 
anc 


varieties, indicates that while they 
are not unduly high except in a very 
few instances, still they do notseein 
to have decreased proportionately 
with wholesale quotations. 


Since the wholesale apple dealer 


are in daily touch, as a rule, with 
the retailers to whom, they sell, they 
appear to be the logical factors to 
initiate 
an apple 
campaign 
and 


stimulate the interest of the grocers 
fruit stand dealers, hucksters, and 
other retail agencies. The whole- 
salers in two large markets have 
organized already and raised a fund 
to secure desiralble publicity. If the 
dealers in other markets would fol- 
low their example and carry out an 
adequate 
advertising 
campaign in 


the press and in all stores handling 
apples, the results should be very 
helpful to 
all concerned—grower, 


dealer and consumer.

Americans to look at the matter as 
dispassionately and to 
admit 
the 


really indisputable fact that the war 
has been an industrial and commer- 
cial godsend only in that it 
has 


averted the disastrous consequences 
of Democratic economic politics. 


It would be infinitely better 
for 


America if normal conditions pre- 
vailed; 
if there was an unrestrict 


ed foreign market for the commo- 
dities and the products 
which 
arc 


made and mined and raised in Amer- 
ican factories and 
mines 
and 
on 


American farms. 
There is no last 


ing prosperity, no ultimate profit, in 
war, to victor, to vanquished or to 
the seemingly benefited neutral. War 
is abnormal 
and the 
conditions 


which it creates are artificial. Thrift 
cannot thrive on waste; 
money 


wrung from the debt-burdened vic- 
tims of war cannot be made the ba- 
sis of permanent benefit to 
those 


who find a temporary market. 


While the American farmer is get- 


ting unusual prices for his products, 
while mine operators are getting big 
prices for copper and 
while other 


commodities are bringing exceeding- 
ly high prices, the American con 
snmer is suffering enormously from 
this inflation and the American mar- 
ket is being restricted in one direc- 
tion even though it is being expand- 
ed in another. American industries 
will naturally take advantage of the 
extraordinary 
opportunities which 


the war creates. Factories are turn- 
ed into munition plants, millions of 
dollars will be poured into the pock- 
ets of workingmen in certain lines 
of production. 


But while all this is taking place, 


other industries 
are 
languishnig; 


other workingmen arc being depriv- 
ed of employment on the one hand 
and suffering from abnormally high 
prices on the other. A lower gener- 
al level of uniform prosperity, with 
the farmer and miner and manufac- 
turers getting lower prices, but sell- 
ing for more goods in the aggregate 
and 
with 
the American consumer 


buying more goods because he 
has 


more employment, would be a state 
of affairs immensely more satisfac- 
tory than that which now prevails. 


There is not a thoughtful- 
busi- 


ness man in Amerie.n, unless he is 
the beneficiary of these temporarily 
inflated conditions, who would not 
welcome the restoration 
of peace, 


with never a war order of munitions 
or live stock or grain.

protracted war!
